from the

habit and those who

When rthe fire broke out there were

As the flames 
came steadily toward the men the peo­ 
ple In the street screamed In helpless 
rage. 
It seemed us though all of the 
men would die within six inches of 
freedom.

BAR BY BAR TORN DOWN. 
As many men us could place their 
hands on the lower bar took hold.

Ho quickly did the 
men behind them spring to grasp the
